and ſtamped with the Profile of His Majeſty on the one ſide; and of Britannia on the 
other, will be iſſued to the Garrifon, at the rate of Two pence, or Two Stivers for each 
Copper; and that the ſame ſhall paſs current in the Colony; and i is to circulate at the 
af, melard rate of two ſtivers.
